CHUCK  LEVITAN 
Lincoln  Split 

The  "split"  in  the  title  of  Levitan's  banner  por- 
trait of 'Lincoln  refers  to  Lincoln's  inner  world  as 
well  as  to  the  outer  circumstances  of  his  presi- 
dency. Accordingly,  the  banner  is  divided  to  reflecl 
Lincoln's  better-known  "bright"  side  of  wit  and 
wisdom  as  well  as  his  darker  aspect  of  depressior 
and  despair.  The  banner  also  intimatesthe 
various  levels  on  which  the  war  itself  was 
waged,  won  and  lost  —  the  issues  of  black  and 
white  people,  of  slavery  and  emancipation,  and 
of  a  Northern  victory  viewed  against  a  deliber- 
ate impoverishment  of  the  country's  southern 
quarter.  The  work  is  part  of  a  series  the  artist  is 
doing,  including  giant  portrait  drawings  of  Lincoln 

Levitan's  paintings  and  drawings  have  been 
exhibited  since  the  sixties.  Recently  his  work 
has  been  shown  at  the  Corcoran  Gallery  in 
Washington,  D.C.  and  the  Virginia  Museum  in 
Richmond.

An  Exhibition  of  Banners  by  twenty  prominent  American  artists  has 
been  organized  and  produced  by  THE  CHUCK  LEVITAN  GALLERY.   The  banners 
are  being  shown  in  the  fountain  court  of  the  Smithsonian's  Hirshhorn 
Museum  and  Sculpture  Garden,  where  they  will  hang  through  Labor  Day. 
Abram  Lerner,  Director  of  Hirshhorn,  remarked,  "A  display  of  Bicentennial 
Banners  is  a  felicitous  addition  to  our  Museum's  Bicentennial  program." 

The  Edition  will  be  exhibited  at  major  museums  and  galleries 
throughout  the  United  States  under  the  auspices  of  SITES,  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  Traveling  Exhibition  Service.

"Living  Buildings"  Events 

The  U.S.  General  Services  Administration  announced 
today  the  opening  of  two  events  in  the  Metropolitan  Washington 
area  through  its  new  "Living  Buildings"  program  which  encourages 
the  use  of  Federal  facilities  for  cultural,  educational,  and 
recreational  activities. 

John  F.  Galuardi,  GSA  Regional  Administrator,  said  that 
13  giant  portraits,  representing  a  commemorative  Abraham  Lincoln 
exhibition  by  artist  Chuck  Levitan,  would  be  on -"display  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  Building,  2  00  Independence 
Avenue,  SW. ,  Washington,  D.C. ,  during  the  month  of  February/ 
Monday  thru  Friday  until  7  p.m.   Galuardi  invited  the  general 
public  "to  a  special  showing  of  the  exhibit"  and  "to  personally 
meet  and  talk  with  Chuck  Levitan  about  his  dramatic  portraits 
between  1  p.m.  and  4  p.m.,  on  Lincoln's  Birthday,  Sunday, 
February  12,  1978."

ARTIST,  CHUCK  LEVITAN's  contemporary  banner,  titled  "LINCOLN-SPLIT", 
executed  for  our  Bicentennial  in  197^,  will  hang  on  permanent  display 
at  the  Lincoln  Memorial  on  the  main  chamber  level.

Eleven  giant  portraits,  10  feet  high  and  6  feet  in  width,  will  be  on 
exhibition  during  the  month  of  FEBRAURY  at  the  artist  studio/gallery  in  Soho 
New  York  (U2  Grand  Street).   CHUCK  LEVITAN's  Lincoln  drawings  were  studies 
for  the  modern  portrait  Banner.  These  giant  portraits  give  an  exciting  view 
into  the  creative  process  from  traditional  to  abstract,  capturing  the  "essence" 
of  Lincoln' s  life  and  vision.

Twelve  giant  6'  x  10'  charcoal  drawings  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
by  artist  Chuck  Levitan  will  be  on  display  through  the  month  of 
February.      These  portraits  give  an  exciting  view  into  the  essence 
of  Lincoln's  life  and  vision.     The  drawings  are  a  character  study 
of  our   sixteenth   president   and   are  of  him    as   a  young  man  of 
thirty- seven  through  to  the  last  days,  less  than  a  week  before 
his  assassination  on  Good  Friday,    1865. 

A  banner  by  the  artist  will  also  be  on  view.     The  banner, 
titled  "LINCOLN   SPLIT,"  is  nylon  applique  and  is  five  by  seven 
feet.
